girl’s ‘“‘fortune,’’ the plans which her 
family had made for her, the modes of 
ingress and exit in the house, and the 
habits of the household. 

When a man set his heart upon any 
particular girl, he had the assistance of 
his fellow-members in carrying her off. 
When any girl reached marriageable aye, 
and it was known that she was entitled 
to a sum of money, the members of the 
Abduction Club drew lots, or more 
generally tossed up for her, and the 
fortunate man had the help of his 
comrades in obtaining the prize. The 
efforts of the Government to limit the 
activities of the society met with little 
success. As long ago as 1684 an Act had 
been passed to punish ‘‘ those who carried 
away maydens that be inheritors,’’ but 
with little effect. 

Three-quarters of a century later 
forcible abduction was made a capital 
felony, while abduction with the consent 
of the maiden was punishable’ with 
imprisonment and the abductor ..was 
prevented from ever enjoying his wife’s 
property. The law, however, was made 
inoperative because of the popular notion 
that, it the girl abducted the man, no 
penalty could be imposed on either. The 
girl was therefore placed in front of the 
man on the horse, and by this means the 
abductor evaded the law. 


AN ABDUCTED BOY. - 


An instance worthy of note concerned 
two notable Irish families. Captain Edge- 
worth, a widower with one son, married 
Mrs. Bridgeman, a widow with one 
daughter. The children—they were only 
fifteen and sixteen respectively—became 
attached to each other and requested their 
parents’ consent to their marriage. The 
girl’s mother flatly refused her per- 
mission and warned her daughter’s lover 
of the penalty of abduction. 

The young couple got over the difficulty, 
as young couples usually do. The girl 
procured a horse and rode to the local 
town. Here, in full view of the populace, 
she assisted her lover to mount behind her 
and galloped off with him to church. A 
hundred townspeople were ready to swear 
that the boy had no hand in the afiair, 
and that he had himself been abducted. 
As the girl was an heiress in her own 
right, she was at liberty to settle her 
money on anyone whom she chose, and so 
the law was powerless to intervene. 

A double abduction which had disastrous 
results for the two men primarily con- 
cerned took place almost exactly a hundred 
and fifty years ayo. The girls who un- 
willingly participated in this affair were 
sisters, Catherine and Anne Kennedy, who 
lived with their widowed mother at Rath- 
meadan, in Co. Waterford. They were 
popularly supposed to be co-heiresses to an 
immense fortune, and, though the. extent 
of their wealth was very much exaygerated, 
they were, under their father's will, each 
entitled to £2,000—a larve sum in those 
days. Such prizes could scarcely escape 
the notice of the penniless young bucks of 
the day, and, as rumour had it that the 
girls’ mother had made plans for their 
immediate marriage, the members of the 
Abduction Club met and drew lots, 


UNLUCKY WINNERS. 


Garrett Byrne, of Ballyaun, Co. Carlow, 
and James Strange, of Ullard, Co. Kil- 
kenny, were the lucky or—as it afterwards 
turned out—unlucky, winners. They were 


both careless, spirted adventurers, and it! 


was not long before they bad made the 
acquaintance of the two girls and had 
begun to pay them attention which—so it 
was said—was not unwelcome. One night, 
while the girls, with their aunt, were 
among the audience assembled to see a 
play “being performed in a bouse at 
Uraiguenamanagh, the members of the 
Abduction Olub surrounded the building. 
Informed of what was on foot, the girls, 
with their aunt and some friends, took 
refuge in a room in the house and barri- 
caded themselves in. After about two 
hours’. siege the door was burst in, and the 
girls, now very much frightened, and 
hidden beneath a pile of bedclothes, were 
carried out into the street. Surrounded by 
over a hundred armed men, they were 
placed on horseback in front of their 
would-be husbands and galloped away. 
That night they rode fifteen Irish miles to 
Kilmashane, where, terrified and subdued, 
their assent to the double marriage was 
extorted by their captors, and a ceremony 
of some sort was performed. : 
this time their relatives and friends 
had organised an armed posse and set out 
in pursuit. For five weeks hunters and 
hunted wandered through the counties of 


Waterford, Kilkenny, Carlow and Kil- 
ae captives hidden in old barns and

| A Distinguished Visitor. 


Members of the Oireachtas have re- 
ceiyed notice that Dr, Christian L. Lange, 
Secretary of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union, is coming to Dublin on a visit to 
the. Saorstat. group of the Inter-Parlia- 
mentary Union. Dr. Lange is a recognised 
authority on international and parlia- 
mentary matters. My informant tells me 
that the doctor will be here to-morrow, 
and that he will stay until Sunday. It 
will be remembered that he was here in 
June, 1923, when he addressed a mecting 
of members of the Oireachtas in the Dail 
Chamber, as a result of which the 
Saorstat group of the International 
Parliamentary bnion was formed. 

Since its formation the Group has been 
represented at congresses in Bernc, 
Washington, Paris and Berlin. The 
Union is composed of members of either 
House and of all parties, and members 
are entitled to go to the congresses and 
to express their personal views (not 
necessarily the views of the Government 
they represent). The Union provides a 
platform from which widely differing 
views and opinions can be expressed. Dr. 
Lange, I may remark, is a Nobel] prize- 
winner, an ex-member of the Norwegian 
Parliament, and a representative of Nor- 
way on the League of Nations.

SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


Byrne and Strange fled hurriedly to 
Wales, but were captured on arrival, and 
were lodged in Carnarvon Jail. On the 
24th of March, 1780, they were tried 
before Lord Chief Justice Annaly at 
Kilkenny Assizes, fonnd guilty and 
sentenced to death. Their conviction was 
due mainly to the efforts of the Attorney- 
General Scott (afterwards Lord Clonmel). 
who conducted the prosecution, and 
declared that, if this abduction were per- 
mitted to pass with impunity, there would 
be no safety for any girl. It was thought 
at the time that the sentence would never 
be carried out, especially as it was known 
that Catherine Kennedy had become 
strongly attached to Byrne.

A Nobel Prize Winner. 


The announcement that the Nobel Prize 
for Literature in 1928 has been awarded 
to a Norwegian novelist named Sigrid 
Undset probably will find even those who 
are familiar with Continental literature 
at a loss. Her novels are not at all so 
well known either in England or in Ire- 
land as their excellence demands: in 
America, however, she has had a consider- 
able public for many years, and it is 
largely through the efforts of the Scandi- 
navian Institute in that country that 
Enclish speakers have any of her work 
available in the English language. 

Only a short time ago, as if anticipat- 
ing the verdict of the Swedish Acdemy, 
Professor J. G. Robertson, who directs the 
School of Scandinavian Studies in London 
University, pointed out: “ One figure, 
however, stands ont from this vizorous 
literature of the Norwegian soil, who, it 
seems to me, claims imperatively tho 
attention of Europe—Sigrid Undset. Her 
novel, ‘ Kristin Lavransdatter,’ which is 
now available in an English translation. 
is—I say it without hesitation—the finest 
historical novel.our twentieth century has 
yet produced; imdeed, it dwarfs most of 
the fiction of any kind that Europe has 
produced in the last twenty years. . . . 
With Sigrid Undset Norway has once 
more produced a writer of European 


significance.” 


An Trish Sculptor. 


Mr. P. J. Tuohy, a friend reminds me, 
is not the only Irish artist who has 
returned to Dublin from the United 
States. Another is Mr. Jerome Connor, 


the sculptor, who, however, has spent most 


of his life abroad. Mr. Connor is a 
Kerryman, who has won fame for himself 
Threo 


family and opened a studio in Dublin and 
set a good example by casting in bronze 
for the first time in this country. 

For eighteen months or so he has heen 
finishing some commissions in the United 
States, and he has come back now to com- 
plete a beautiful piece of work to be 
erected in Cobh to the memory of the 
people who were drowned when the 
Germans sank the Lusitania in 1915. 

One of-the most brilliant things Mr. 
Connor has done is his statue of Robert 
Emmet in the National Gallery in New 
York. Petrie’s death-mask of Emmet, 
which was lent to Mr. Connor by Dr. 
Thomas Addis Emmet, has enabled the 
sculptor to make a very striking likeness. 
A bronze replica of this statne is to be 
presented to the National Gallery in 
Dublin, and everybody who has seen it 
declares that it will be a valuable 
acquisition. 


Che White Line. 


Most people will agree with the 
correspondents in the “Diary” who 
have remarked on the almost total dis- 
regard of the direction—‘‘ Keep to the 
Left ’’ painted on the Dublin pavements. 
I have heard it said that in Berlin in pre- 
war days the pavement on one side of the 
roadway was reserved for people going im 
one direction and the other side for people 
going the other way; verv business-like 
and orderly, no doubt, but rather dull. 
In Dublin, at any rate, one is now freed 
from all necessity of obeying the “ Keep 
left” injunction by the fact that the 
recent heavy rains have completely 
obliterated all trace of the famous white 
line.

A Lifeboat Disaster. 


A correspondent writes:—The sacl 
reminiscence of the wreck of the Russian 
harque Palma and the consequent disaster 
to the Kingstown lifeboat in 1895 recalls 
vividly to my memory some of the details 
of that tragic, yet heroic, event. Two life- 
boats were sent out to try to rescue the 
crew of the Palma, but owme to the fury 
of the gale one capsized—there was some 
question afterwards as to whether the 
“plass” were in position or not—the 
other was forced to return into the 
harbour. The bodies of the lifehoat’s crew 
he buried together in Dean’s Grange 


| Cemetery, where their grave is marked by 


a handsome memoria! pillar. 

The Palma’s crew was rescned by the 
Irish Lights Commissioners’ steamer 
Tearaght, under the command of Captain 
McCombie. In face of all the dancers he 
put to sea after it had heen found im- 
possible to reach the wreck by any other 
means. The Russian Government, as an 
appreciation of his action, presented a cup 
and a medal for bravery at sea to Captain 
McCombie, and a monument was erected 
in Kingstown to commemorate the rescue.

TOY STEAM ENGINES. 


How old are steam engines? Many 
people date them from George Stephen- 
son’s “ Rocket.’’ Hero of Alexandria, in 
his ‘“ Pneumatics,’ describes various 
methods cf employing steam as power. ‘To 
him is ascribed the Molopile, which, 
although a toy, possessed the properties 
of a steam engine. He flourished about 
284-241 B.C. 

Roger Bacon, that old philosopher and 
experimenter of the Middle Ages, appears 
to have foreseen the application of steam 
power. The idea of the  steam-boat 
did not come to us until the end of the 
nineteenth century; but Bacon, hundreds 
of years before, had considered the possi- 
bility of steam propulsion on land and 
water. One of the most famous painters 
of the Italian Renaissance was experi- 
menting with aeronautics long before the 
first aeroplane of modern times skippe 
along a dozen feet above the ground ; and 
balloons are an old invention. 

A just idea of the principle ef the cor- 
struction of balloons was formed by Albert 
of Saxony, an Augustinian monk of the 
fourteenth century, and was adopted by a 
Portuguese Jesuit, Francesco Mendoza, 
who died at Lyons in 1626. A more per- 
fected balloon was brought out by Barto- 
lomeo de Guzmao, who died in 1724. 
Sixty years afterwards the first ascent m 
a balloon filled with hydrogen was made 
in: Paris. 

WAR OFFICE SECRETS, 

During the war it was whispered that 
an important secret which was capable of 
devastating armies was locked up within 
the archives of the War Office. It was 
said to have been the invention of 
Admiral Cochrane, who, in turn, adapted 
it from the ancient Greeks, who had used 
it with great effect in a naval battle. 
Whether the War Office used this in- 
venticn will probably never be known. 
The Chinese and Hindoos possessed the 
secret of making gunpowder many 
centuries before the Western world heard 
about the wonderful invention of Michael 
Schwartz, a Cordelier monk of Goslar, 


south of Brunswick, about 1320. 
ROGER BACON AS A PROPHET. 


Apart from the Easterns, once 
Roger Bacon proved a prophet: for the 
composition of gunpowder was expressly 
mentioned in his treatise “De Nullitate 
Magie.”’ Bacon died in 1292 or 1294, and 
until the last century dawned his study 
was still standing at Oxtord, called 
‘ Bacon’s Folly.’’ The bridge on which it 
stood is still known as Folly Bridge, and 
spans the Thames. Yet, there was not 
much folly about Bacon, who, with his 
‘brazen head,” is also accredited with 
being the pioneer of the phonograph. 


CHINESE PRINTERS. 


How old is printing? Block-printing is 
said to have been invented by the Chinese 
about 593 A.D., and movable types were 
made in the tenth century. Of course, we 
know that the Celestial Kingdom had also 
its hanging gardens, the beauty of which 
has never been excelled. 

The Aztecs, who were the ruling tribe 
in Mexico until the Spanish invasion of 
1519, were the possessors of a very 
enlightened divilisation. Their women 
had rouge, lipsticks anc make-up boxes, 
and believed in short skirts. They could 
weave, and knew the art oí preserving 
feathers and dyeing clothes. 

The Romans, with their 
were long before us in introducing cross- 
word puzzles, as were the Egyptians with 
their tables. Chess is an age-old game in 
the East, and our games of ball and dice 
and knuckle-bones can he traced back to 
Rome .and Pompeii.

The Dairy Produce Act, he continued, had 
made it impossible that there could be any- 
thing but the highly skilled production of 
Lutter in future, and nothing but the most 
hygienic conditions in its manufacture ob- 
served. Uniformity of production and con- 
tinuity of supply would ensure a ready 
market, which up to the present had only 

roved realisable in Denmark. Irish butter 
had already made a name in English markets 
equal to any part of the world, and in East 
Cork there was a vast field for this produc- 
tion, where they had the finest land in the 
country. Numbers of farms were lying 
derelict and unproductive at present, and a 
considerable number of farms in Easi Cork 
were under capitalised, but such farmers 
could acquire the necessary capital from tho 
Agricultural Credit Corporation. He had 
successfully negotiated a number of these 
loans, and farmers had already re-stocked 
their lands. They could, therefore, anticipate 
a much larger number-of cows in the area in 
the future. i 

Thev had the Dairy Science Institute at 
the Cork University, the Dairy Produce Act, 
and the various cattle breeding schemes, as 
well as cow-testing, which had been developed 
considerably within recent years, and with 
skilled production their dairy produce would 
acquire a name equal ,to any of their com- 


petitors. 


ADVANTAGES OF A CREAMERY. 

Concluding, he. said that the farmers pre- 
sent at that meeting constituted the most 
influential members of that community in 
East Cork, and carried considerable weight 
in their own areas. He urged that in putting 
forth all their efforts to establish this 
creamery, not alone would they be benefiting 
their brother farmers but. the country in 
general by adding another asset to the pro- 
duction of wealth. An explanation of the 
advantages of the creamery was forthcoming 
when it was stated officially that three gallons 
of hand-separated milk were required to 
produce 1 Ib. of butter, for which the average 
price was ls. 3d., which meant 5d. per gallon 
for milk, while the average price paid by 
the creameries was 7d. This profit in a four- 
hundred gallon cow meant a yearly advantage 
of £3 6s. 8d., and with five hundred cows an 
annual profit of £1,666 lds. 4d. In one 
vear, therefore, the cost of erecting the 
creamery would be wiped out. In addition

PASSENGER REVENUE. 

The comparative value of ordinary and 
cheap-fare passengers in revenue to the 
railway companies is indicated to some 
extent by the average receipts per 
passenger. On the Great Southern Rail- 
ways, for the period under review, the 
average receipt per ordinary passenger was 
3s. 6d., as compared with 3s. Od. in the 
corresponding period in 1927, indicating 
that the reduction in numbers in this 
class, which amounted to 781,194, or 28 
per cent., represented a loss of short- 
distance passengers. The average receipt 
for cheap-fare passengers was ls. 6d., 
showing no change from the corresponding 
period last year. On the Great Northern 
Railway ordinary passengers averaged 
4s. 1d. in receipts, as against 4s. 4d. last 
year, and cheap-fare passengers 1s. 2d., 
as against 1s. 3d. 

The total receipts for the half-year in 
respect of passengers originating on the 
Great Southern Railways, excluding 
season-tickets, were £532,494, a reduction 
of £61,197, or 10.31 per cent. ‘The corre- 
sponding total in respect of the Great 
Northern system was £209,652, a reduction 
of £18,929, or 8.28 per cent.

HEADSTONES FOR 
GALLANT DEAD. 
WORK TO COMMENCE 
AT EARLY DATE.

During the war years and afterwards 
several thousands of British soldiers died 
in Ireland following wounds or sickness 
incurred on active ice. These officers, 
non-commissioned officers and men are buried 
in almost every county in Ireland. Glasnevin 
lin, contains a large number ; 
the graveyards in the large towns have their 
quota, and in many a little ceme through- 
out the country rest the remains of a British 
soldier. They belo to eve iment in 
the British Army—English, Irish, Welsh and 
Scottish. 
The service of these soldiers is not to be 
forgotten. In every case where the burial 
place can be identified a headstone is to be 
erected—a simple memorial in limestone three 
feet six inches high, which will bear the 
regimental number, rank, name and regiment 
of the dead soldier. 
. GOVERNMENT GRANT. 
For this purpose the Irish Free State 
ba this year voted the sum of 
£5,000. So far none of the money has been 
spent, because of the long and tedious process 
of identifying the graves. The assistance of 
an expert. however, has heen secured by the 


early date the work of erecting the head- 
stones will begin. 
The sum voted, it 1s clear, will not he 
enough to complete the work, and fresh 
estimates will have to be passed by the Dail 
from time to time.

A NEW LANDMARK. 


At the extreme end of Ballywhoriskey 
Point, or, as it is sometimes named, Rinmore 
Point, there has been erec recently a 

anite beacon, known as ‘‘ The Tower.” 

ore, at the eastern side of the entrance to 
Mulroy Bay, facing the old signal tower on 
Melmore Head, the ite coast, of Fanad is 
low and rocky, ay only rises a few feet 
above the Atlantic. Except for the small 
sandy bays, Tramore and Trabeg, near the 
village of Ballywhoriskey, and the larger 
crescent-shaped sweep of Ballyhiernan Bay, 
the coast between Mulroy and the entrance 
of Lough Swilly presents the same mugsed 
outline of bare wave-worn granite; offshore 
are a number of dangerous sunken reefs over 
which the restless ocean breaks with unceas- 
ing majesty. To avoid this treacherous coast 
nowledge, based on landmarks, is 
necessary. 

The new “ Tower’’ will furnish additional 
assistance in this respect, as well as help in 
tackling that part of Mulroy between the first 
Narrows at Dundoan and the Bar rocks lying 
off Sessiagh. 

The tower has been built of roughly-dressed 
grey granite; the pointed top is composed of 
oval water-worn granite boulders of varying 
size collected from the eastern side of Rin- 
more Point. In order to ensure a style in 
general keeping with the locality, the design 
was left in the hands of Patrick Friel, of 
Gortnacraw, a skilful mason, and he has been 
of Oldtown, 
Ballywhoriskey. 

A granite slab on its western side is in- 
scribed: ‘‘ Erected by Frank Gilliland as a 
guide to seafarers, 1928.” 

Mr. Gilliland, who resides at Brook Hall, 
Londonderry, is a lieutenant of the R.N.V.R., 
and served in the Mediterranean during the 
Great War. He is a well-known and enthu- 
siastic yachtsman. 


THE SHANNON FATAL 
ACCIDENT. 


INQUEST OPENED. 


Mr. P. Calloo, Coroner for East Clare. 
opened an inquest at Clonlara yesterday .on 
the bodies of Daniel O’Brien, Clare street, 
Limerick; Daniel Healy, Kilfinane, Co. 
Limerick, and Patrick Folan, Lettermore, Co. 
Galway, who were killed while working on 
the Shannon scheme ‘at Clonlara Bridge on 
Saturday night. 

Superintendent Mooney, Killaloe, con- 
ducted the inquiry on behalf of the authori- 
ties; Mr. J. J. Dodds, solicitor, Limerick, 
appeared for Messrs. Siemens, Bauunion. 

Ellen O’Brien, widow of Daniel O’Brien, 
said that her husband worked on the 
Shannon scheme as a labourer, was 41 years 
of age, and the sole support of herself and 
five children. 

James Folan, uncle of Patrick Folan, said 
that he and his nephew worked on the 
Shannon scheme. Patrick was about 17 years 
of age. 

In the case of the third victim, Daniel 
Healy, evidence of identification was given 
by his father, who stated that his son was 
25 years of age and single. He frequently 
contributed towards the support of the wit- 
ness and his daughters. 

Medical evidence was given by Dr. Joseph 
Humphreys. Healy and O’Brien, he d 
sustained fracture of the skull and suffoca- 
tion, and Folan’s death was due to 
suffocation. 

In answer to Superintendent Mooney, the 
witness said that the fracture of the skull 
could have been due to a wagon falling on 
them, and the suffocation to being buried 
alive in the earth. 

At this stage the Coroner said that :t 
would be necessary to adjourn the inquest for 
the attendance of a representative of the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce, from 
whom he had a telegram suggesting an ad- 
journment till Wednesday.

FIRST CASE OF THE KIND IN

A Place in the Ait. 


Yesterday Colonel Russell, formerly in 
‘command of the Free State Air Force, 
addressed the Dublin Rotary Club on the 
subject of commercial aviation. He is not 
one of those too numerous enthusiasts 
whose obsession with jdeas makes them 
contemptuous of facts. He recognises that 
at present the advantages of aviation, 
whether for travel or for trade, are denied 
to the average citizen. As compared with 
railways and steamships, the aeroplane 
still is an expensive method “of transport. 
The cost of ground organisation is heavy ; 
comparatively high charges result - from 
the comparative paucity of passengers and 
freights; swift and regular services are 
impeded by the lack of night-flying. At 
this stage an aerial transport system 
within Ireland, or between Ireland and 
Great Britain, hardly could be main- 
tained without a subsidy from the State. 
Such conditions, however—as Colonel 
Kussell urges and proves—are temporary. 
In England, on the Continent of Europe 
and in the United States, the popularity 
and the cheapness of civil aviation are in- 
creasing with parallel speed. Costs ard 
charges are being reduced. The difficulties 
of night-flying are being overcome ; indeed, 
night services are now ‘general in 
Germany. During the last six years the 
machines of Imperial Airways, Limited, 
have flown three million miles without 
injury to a single passenger; and the 
company’s financial prospects are improv- 
ing steadily. It is certain, therefore, that 
a highly developed system of aerial 
transport soon will have become an in- 
dispensable factor in the economic welfare 
of all civilised countries. Colonel Russell s 
address is, in effect, an appeal that, as 
the company promoters say, the Irish |. 
Free State shall “get in on the ground 
floor.” If she loses time now, she may 
not recover it, and her commercial! rivals 
may gain a permanent advantage over her. 
Already Denmark. has aerial connections 
with Great Britain, and Colonel Russell 
foresees’ an early day when, if she is-to 
keep her place in the British market, the 
Free State will be constrained to organise 
un “ Irish creameries air express.’’ 
His implied argument clearly is that, for 
the sake of a prompt beginning—whic! 
may be vital to the national interest—the 
Free State Government ought to . sub- 
sidise a regular aerial service, or servicés, 
between Ireland and Great Britain. Sugh 
a service, no doubt. would connect Dublin, 
Cork, Liverpool and London; and, by 


agreement with the Government of [ 
Northern Ireland, it might be extended 
to Belfast. We support this appeal, and 


are convinced that a State subsidy for the 
early stages of Irish commercial aviation 
would be a legitimate, sound and produe- 
tive expenditure of public funds. The 
proposed ‘service would connect Treland 
with Europe; it would, supply . skilled 
reserves for the Free State Air Force; it 
would help to develop tourist traffic, and, 


operating from Queenstown, it might be 
employed to shorten the sea-passage 


between New York and the English and 
French. ports. Colonel Russell’s appeal 
ought to engage the national imagination. 
The Free State cannot maintain ‘a large 
army and never will be mighty on the sea ;. 
but in the enterprise of her Government, 
the natural aptitude of her sons and the 
advantages of her geographical position 
she has the means to make herself one of 
the Great Powers of the: air.

The Campaign against Cancer. 


Is the conquest of cancer within 
measurable distance of accomplishment? 
Grounds for hope are suggested by the } 
official report, which is published to-day, 
of the International Conference on Cancer. 
This Conference was ‘organised by the 
British Empire Cancer Campaign, but 
American physicians furnished’ many 
valuable data. Professor James Ewing, 
of New York, in his opening paper, 
insisted that cancer ought to be regarded 
less as a single disease than as a group 
of diseases. “The capacity of tar and 
petroleum products to originate cancer 
began,’’ Professor Ewing said, “with the 
old cases of chimney sweeps’ cancer, and 
in this petroleum age the study of these 
agents has developed into one of the most 
fruitful chapters in experimental research. ’’ 
It had been shown that coa] tar extracts 
produced cancer with greater certainty 


than any other known irritant. Professor 
Leitch and Mr. James B. Murphy. also 
of New York, sought to solve the 


still undecided problem of the nature 
of the “growth substance” in which 
cancer originates. Both claimed to 
have disproved the theory of a virus, 
and to have shown that “ something in the 
nature of a ferment” was the source of 
disease. There was general agreement | 
concerning the value of radium treatment, 
Here British workers had carried scientific 
knowledge and the technique of treatment 
far. Surgical operations might not be 
superseded for many years, but it was 
certain that radium had ‘come to stay.” 
What are known as “occupational 
cancers’ furnish means of investigation 
into the production of cancer by various 
agents and into various modes of treat- 
ment. While chimney sweeps’ cancer had 
demonstrated the dangers of tar products, 
mule-spinners'’ cancer had produced a 
type of malignant growth peculiarly 
amenable to surgery. Operative treatment 
at an early stage of mule-spinners’ cancer, 
was simple, and was followed by a lasting. 
cure. Professor Leitch said that manual 
workers ought to be warned to pay prompt 
attention to any warts or small sores on 
the skin.

' COLONEL RUSSELL. 


BENEFITS THAT WOULD FOLLOW 
DEVELOPMENT. 


— 


The possibilities of commercial aviation in this country were outlined to the 
Dublin Rotary Club yesterday by Colonel Charles Russell, late Commanding Officer 


‘of the Free State Air Force. . : 


He expressed the opinion that the circumstances which at present retard the 
development of commercial aviation will disappear within the next few years, and 


he advan 
development of this form of transport :— 


ced four reasons why the Free State should be keenly interested in the 


1—To connect with European air system. 
2—To provide a reserve for the Air Force economically. 
3—To take advantage of our geographical position in relation to Atlantic traffic. 
4—To assist in developing tourist traffic. 
Where “time is the essence of the contract,” he pointed out, commercial 


aviation has a distinct advantage over al] other forms of transport. 


It might cost 


more, but the increased. charges would 'bemore than counterbalanced by the saving 


in time. 


ECONOMIC ASPECT 


Addressing the meeting which was held 
in Clery’s Restaurant, Dublin, Colonel 
Russell said that .there were two aspects 
of the -subject, the connection between 
which should be uunderstood. The first 
and more important was the purely com- 
mercial: aspect; the second the military 
aspect. 

With regard to the purely commercial 
side, nobody would disagree with the truth 
of the old saying. that ‘‘time means 
money.” The word ‘‘speed’’ might be 
substituted for “ time,” and so it might be 
said that “‘s means money.” It was 
on this simple doctrine that the case for 
commercial air transport was based. An 
enormous quantity of the productive 
wealth of ‘the world was constantly lying. 
idle while money, or its equivalent in 
goods or in brains, was being transported 
from one place: to another. If the delay 
could be cut down the practical effect 
would be to cause’ an increase in the 
world’s available capital. which, in. its 
turn, must cause an increase in the world’s 
total wealth. Briefly, that was the case 
for air transport, which was the world’s 
fastest and most practical form of convey- 
ance. : 


ECONOMIC OUTLOOK. 
It would be asked if commercial air 
transport was ible of economic opera- 
tion in the ordinary service of commerce. 


. Yes, the case was technically sound, but 


often theories did not work out in 
practice. It would be a success provided 
the type of commerce could, by virtue of 
the value of its goods, afford to pay for 
the greater eae of air transport in 
relation to surface transports.. S was, 
of course, the regulating item of cost for 


-uny form of transport. Air transport must 


always be somewhat more expensive than 
surface transport, but it would not be so 
in effect because of the very economy of 
speed. 

The position of air transport at the 
moment was that it had so far developed 
as to be able economically to handle 
In the case of freight 
dir transport had so far developed as to be 
able economically to handle such items as 
bullion, gold and silver coin, silk, 
millinery, hosiery, perfumery, furs, cine- 
matograph films, motor parts, and 
samples of nearly all kinds. How much 
further air transport was going to develop 
in general utility it was difficult to say. 
He fancied that he could see the Irish 
Creameries Air Express making frequent 
deliveries to London for the more 
‘fastidious of our customers. 


-*(NFORMATIVE STATISTICS. 


The following figures said Colonel 
Kussell, might be helpful towards an 
appreciation of commercial aviation. The 
total air route mileage of the world now 
stands at some 50,000 odd miles, over 
which regular daily air services are in 
operation. The commercial aircraft of the 
world last year flew a total distance of 
23,000,000 miles.. Passenger figures be- 
tween London and the Continent have 
risen from 5,000 odd in 1920 to 29,000 
odd in 1927. The value. of freight carried 
during the same period had risen from 
£90,900 odd to £10,500,000. The profits 
of the British - operating. company had 
risen from £11,000 odd in 1926 to £16,000 
odd in 1927. In general, it may be said that 
air transport is progressing at the rate 
of 60 per cent. from year to year. 

In the matter of regularity European 
airways maintained a 985 per cent., regu- 
larity figure last year, and a fraction 
under 100 per cent. safety was majn- 
tained. 


SAFETY OF FLYING. 

In a recent speech the British Secretary 
for Air stated that. since the beginning 
of 1923 the Imperial airways had flown 
3,000,000 miles without injury to a single 
passenger. He further‘ stated that avail- 
able data-~obtaiped from the. operations 
of the concern went to show that we were 
within measurable,distance of making air 
transport self-supporting. Bearing on 
this latter aspect.,of the question, the 
American Air Secretary,in a recent state- 
ment pointed to‘the number of American 
air lines which already ‘were self-support- 
ing. |

THE MILITARY ASPECT. 


From the defence point of view, com- 
mercial aviation supplied an obvious 
reserve to military aviation by the provi- 
sion of pilots, mechanics, technical 
personnel, aircraft equipment, etc. The 
creation of a full equipment of ground 
organisation added immensely to the value 
of military aircraft by increasing their 
mobility. This assistance, which, as it 
expanded commercial aviation, would offer 
in increasing measure, provided an un- 
answerable claim to subsidisation. In the 
absence of commercial aviation, the 
problem ol air force. reserves was much 
more difficult than the problem of reserves 
for other branches of an army because 
civilian training grounds were not avail- 
able. 

The only way to have a ready reserve 
of air pilots and air mechanics was to pro- 
vide appropriate employment for them by 
the establishment of commercial aviation. 
Commercial aviation made military avia- 
tion cheaper by at least twenty-five per 
cent., and it would not cost the State any- 
thing, even in its “ teething ” period, be- 
cause such a vote-head could be offset 
under the military vote-head—also the 
type of subsidy required was not a pre- 
sent, but a loan, of money, ultimately. re- 
turnable. 


CONSIDERATIONS FOR IRELAND. 


Colonel Russell summed up the incen- 
tive for Irish commercial air development 
as follows :— 

(1) To conngct [Ireland with the 
European air system as an ordinary step 
in commercial progress, following the same 
policy as had been adopted in other 
countries. The capital of Denmark, our 
chief competitor, although twice as far 
from London as: Dublin, was nearer by 
some hours, as a result of her air com- 
munications—an unsatisfactory. position, 
to give only one example. 

(2) To make possible the application of 
the system -of reserve to our Air Force, 
and thus effect maximum economy in 
military outlay: 

(3) To take advantage of our geographi- 
cal position in relation to Atlantic traffic. 

(4) To aid the devélopment of our 
tourist traffic. 

In conclusion, Colonel Russell said that 
a small nation, such as ours, had much to 
gain from air transport. ‘‘ Whereas the 
small country can never hope to maintain 
a national shipping service under the 
national flag, it can afford a national air 
transport service. I make the pleaathat 
the establishment of a national air trans- 
port service under our flag is a commend- 
able object for all of us. Posterity can, 
no doubt, purchase aeroplanes, and 
cheaper and better aeroplanes than we 
can purchase ; but posterity can never pur- 
chase a tradition of air pilotage, which is 
akin to seamanship, and if for no other 
reason than this, it is our duty to com- 
mence to build up that tradition now.” 

On the motion of Mr. Kevin Kenny, 
seconded by Mr. A. Canavan, the thanks 
of the meeting were accorded to Colonel 
Russell.

“The real reason I have held the seat 
has ceased to exist,’’ she added. “ Next 
session will admittedly be very difficult, 
and the strain will be most strenuous.

LARGE VARLETY OF 
ARTICLES, 

An Irish Times reporter, who visited the 
Irish Ex-Service Industries Factory at 414 
Mespil road, Ballsbridge, Dublin, yester- 
day, found a busy scene. The premises 
cover about 12,000 ee feet, and some 
thirty men, all ex-soldiers, most of whom 
were wounded in the war, are employed, 
the variety and quantity of their output 
being really astonishing. 

Most of the men are engaged upon wood- 
work, of various kinds. You may buy at 
the factory a great variety of, wooden 
articles, and if you have a piece of furni- 
ture that requires repair the ex-soldiers 
will put it right and return it to you 


speedily. 


RAFFIA WORK. 

A little way within the main entrance 
are a couple of men—a sapper of the 
Royal Engineers and a private of the 
Royal Army Service Corps—making raffia 
table mats, for which there is already. a 
large demand. Three old soldiers—two 
Dublin Fusiliers and an ex-private of the 
Essex Regiment—are making house 
ladders, while a small party of men are 
busy at a super Elliott turning machine. 
Everybody is working keenly to make the 
little factory a success, and with such in- 
dustry its future should be assured. 


FOR GARDENERS. 

Anionig the chief products of the factory 
are the Irax flower stakes and the Trax 
binding rings, which will be a boon to 
gardeners. The stakes are made of metal, 
coated with aluminium, as are also the 
rings, and both have remarkable wearing 
properties. ' 

All the tradesmen employed in the 
factory are paid the trade union rate of 
‘wages,.and the others are paid according 
‘ta the, ability they show. ' 


DEVELOPMENTS. 

A canteen is being erected for the men, 
and a show-room, where visitors may in- 
spect the factory’s products, is being con- 
structed. Next year it is hoped to have 
a stall at the Royal Dublin Society’s 
Horse Show. It is proposed at an early 
date to start the manufacture of baskets. 
trunks and. attaché cases.

NEW BRITISH 
NOTES. 


SAME COLOURS. AS 
FREE STATE. 


The Bank of England has issued the 
following description of the new £1 and 
10s. notes, which are to be issued on 
‘Thursday :— 

The notes are of the same size as the 
Treasury notes. The design of the face of 
both notes is based on the existing Bank 
of England issues of £5 and upwards, 
whose familiar features, with the excep- 
tion of the date of issue, are embodied in 
their relative positions one to the other. 
The principal addition is a special 
window ” water-mark in the centre of 
the lower half ‘of the note representing in 
profile the head of Britannia, whose 
figure, adopted in 1694 as the seal of the 
bank, has appeared on the bank’s notes 
from the earliest days. 

The head is surmounted by a helmet of 
classi¢ type. A panel in the right-hand 
top corner, containing the denomination 
of the note, balances the panel of the 
seated figure of Britannia on the left. 

The bank’s ‘‘ wave line’’ water-mark 
appears round the edges of the notes. 
The £1 note is printed in green ink, with 
an underlying crossbanded tint of blue. 


THE 10s. NOTE. 


The 10s. note is printed in red, with an 
underlying crossbanded tint of mauve. 
The design on the back of both notes has 


Í been worked up from the acanthus leaf 


device surrounding the seated figure of 
Britannia on the face. 

In the £1 note the elaborated foliage in 
‘tints of blue; green and mauve, supports 
a reproduction of the long, low main front 
of the bank, below which, on either side 
of the specia] water-mark, is Pistrucci’s 
“ St. George and the Dragon,” from the 
reverse of the sovereign, exact to size. 

In the 10s. note the sketch of the bank 
is omitted, and in place of Pistrucci’s 
model the value of the note in figures is 
shown in two interstices in the leaves of 
russet and grey tints. The numbers in 
red on the £1 note, in black on the 10s. 
note, are in approximately the same 
positions as on the Treasury notes. . 

The bank are indebted to the British 
Museum for selecting the type of helmet 
in the special water-mark, and to Mr. 
W. M. Keesey, Inspector of Art Schools, 
Board of Education, for designing the 
foliage device on the back of the notes.

Mr. Costigan read out all the messages 
from the Vestris bearing on the disaster. 
The first radiogram, was at 9.10 a.m. on 
Monday to the Tuckerton Station, stating 
that the ship was heeling over and ‘might 
need assistance. At 9.58 the Vestris first 
sent her 8.0.8. . Tuckerton’ broadcast it, 
and asked ships in the vicinity to advise: _ 

The ss. Santa Barbara replied first. At 
10.37 the Vestris sent out ‘another S8.O:S. 
giving her position. More ships began 


reporting that they.could go to.the rescue, , 


and the Vestris' replied, “Come at all 
speed.”

Another message read, “ We are going 
to abandon ship soon.” 

At 1.30 p.m. the Vestris reported, 
“ Abandoning ship,” and commercial radio 
traffic was resumed. 


CARGO SHIFTS.

After the reading oút of the radiograms 


Mr. Welland, third officer of the Veéstris, 
who had interpreted the code message for 
the Court, was again on the witness stand. 

In reference to the shifting of cargo, 
he said that there was a shift of about 
fifteen feet, and he thought that fifty tons 
of cargo had shifted. when the bulkhead 
was carried away. 

Questioned regarding the leaking of the 
vessel, he said that he first heard of the 
leak on Sunday at midnight, and made an 
examination.

Mr. Welland said that he had four boats 
to launch, and that nothing happened in 
launching them that could have damaged 
them. 


CAPTAIN’S WEATHER REPORT. 

Mr. Welland denied that there had 
been any trouble in launching his life- 
boats. 

Mr. Tuttle then asked him about the 
cargo door in the side of the Vestris, 
which was alleged to have been so 
fastened that water.came in round the 
edges. 

Mr. Welland said that some thought 
the door had sprung, and others that the 
packing round the edges had come out, 
When asked whether he agreed to Cap- 
tain Carey’s wireless report at noon on 
Sunday that the weather was moderately 
rough, he replied that it had been rough, 
but the sea had subsequently gone down 
somewhat. 

James Graham, a. young. assistant 
steward, gave evidence concerning . the 
minor collision between the Vestris and a

MR. BRUCE'S REDUCED 
MAJORITY.

In a leading article The Times remarks ‘= 
The general election in Australia has yielded 
no particular eurprises. It was expected that 
Mr. Bruce would retain a majority, and it 
was: equally expected that he would lose a 
number of seats. What was uncertain was 
the extent of the loss—the degree to which 
the recent industrial trouble would rob the 
Labour Party of.gains to which the. long 
reign of their opponents and the advantages 
of opposition see*ed to justify an expecta- 
tion. In the event. Mr. Bruce’s majority 
drops from nearly 30 ta.13,.or.so; but in a 
House of less. than 80 members a majority 
of 15 does not mean the precarious hold on 
life that it would meah, in our own House 
of Commons. It is a good working figure, 
and much good legislation has been carried 
through in the Dominion and State Parlia- 
ments of the Empire. on smaller~ majorities 
than that. From the leaders’ point of view, 
there is always “much to be said for a 
majority large enough for éarrying on busi- 
*ness, but also small enough. to justify effective 
party discipline. 

The most important result of the present 
reduction is that the position of the junior 
partner in coalition, the Country Party, has 
been greatly strengthened: In the old Parlia- 
ment Mr. Bruce’s own Nationalist Party had 
a clear majority over ‘all others. Even if 
the Country Party had wished to turn him 
out, it could not have done eo. To-day the 


some 350 strong, and the 13 Country Party 
members are essential to keep Mr. Bruce in 
office. The alliance between the Nationalists 
and the Country, Party has worn well. Where 
there has been friction, it has been. rather 
in the constituencies than in the Cabinet. 
The allianee was a genuine coalition, baeed 
on. common’ interests, and it is not likely 
that the changed distribution of power will 
‘have any immediate or clearly marked effects ; 
but the change is, none the less, real, and 
will serve to. check those ‘elements in Mr. 
Bruce’s own party, which, lacking sympathiy 
with the Country’ Party, and in pafticular 
with its low tariff ideals, have been anxious 
to head .the Nationalists in a different 
direction.

The Minister added that it was a great 
disappointment to the German people that 
the Gicuen application at Geneva did 
not succeed with its claims, because its 
opponents adopted a standpoint which “ we 
cannot juridically recognise, and, politi- 
cally, is in contradiction to the common 
interests of the nation concerned.” 

‘“T note with satisfaction,’ ‘remarked 
Dr. Stresemann, “that authoritative 
British circles have also recognised that 
the evacuation of German soil and the 
settlement of the reparations questions are 
two different matters, and we must hope 
that this point of view will lead to practi- 
cal results, and-will finally free Germany 
from the presence of foreign troops.” 

The Prime Minister went on to say that 
past negotiations regarding evacuation had 
given the German le little confidence 
in the good-will of the Allies; and the 
friendly words which had been ‘addressed 
to Germany had loct their echo in Ger- 
many, because the friendly co-operation of 
Germany with foreign countries could not 
morally be justified as long as this occu- 
pation was continued by represéntatives of 
a foreign people. Neither did the celebra- 
tion of Armistice Day by the parade of 
foreign troops on German soil, in order to 
show the German nation that it. was con- 
quered in the World War, contribute to 
the removal of the military spirit. 

Dr. Stresemann then affirmed his convic- 
tions that a policy of peaceful understand- 
ing, and a desire to resume friendly rela- 
tions with her former enemies, was an 
absolute necessity to Germany, which must 
be followed by every German Government 
which did not wish to endanger the exist- 
ence of the country. 


THE FRANCO-BRITISH COMPROMISE.

LORD GREY'S JOURNEY. 

A touching acconnt is given of Lord Grey's 
endeavour to reach his wife when he heard 
‘of her illness. He was at Falloden, im 
Northumberland, when the message reached 
him by telephone. He is a director of the 
London and North-Eastern Railway and has 
a private railway station on his estate. He 
gave orders that the Edinburgh-London 
express should be stopped. Alone, and with- 
out any baggage, he boarded the train shortly 
before ten o'clock on Sunday night. The 
train reached London about 5.15 yesterday 
morning. 

‘*Lord Grey, said a sleeping-car attendant 
to a reporter who met the train at King’s 
Cross terminus, ‘‘ bore himself very calmly 
during the journey, but there was no mis- 
taking the anxiety he felt. He slept but little, 
and once or twice at halts during the journey 
he asked if there was any message for. him. 
At King’s Cross he remained in the sleeping- 
car for some time, awaiting a car which it 
had been arranged to send for him. He was 
still unaware that. his wife was dead.” 

THE NEWS BROKEN. 

Before 6.40 Lord Glenconner arrived to 
break the news to his etepfather. Lord 
Grey heard the tragic news calmly, but then 
the pent-up emotion felt during seven hours’ 
vigil in the express train became too much 
for him. He broke down, but only for a 
minute or two; and then he was making his 
way towards the motor car- which bore him 
away to Wiltshire, to his dead wife. 

Lord Grey's first wife was killed in 1906 
by the overturning of a dog-cart which she 
was driving in the park at her home in 
Northumberland. — 

A SECOND MARRIAGE. 

The Jate Viscountess Grey was Pamela 
Genevieve Adelaide, daughter of the late 
Hon, Percy Scawen Windham. In 1895 she 
married the first Baron Glenconner, who died 
in 1920. Two years later she became the 
second wife of Viscount Grey. She was 57 
years of age. - 

Lady Grey was a believer in spiritualism 
and published a book, ‘‘ The Earthen Vessel,”’ 
in which she stated that she had received 
spirit messages from a dead son. She claimed 
that her attention was directed to passages 
in books which, when put together, made 
messages. A frequent writer on nature eub- 
jects, Lady Grey shared her husband's love 
for birds and described their habits in beauti- 
ful language; Any movement for the sup- 
pression of cruelty to wild creatures had her 
sincere support. She frequently wrote letters 
to the Press denouncing cruelty in any form 


to anrmals. 
CONSTANT COMPANIONS. 

When Lord Grey became almost blind 
Lady Grey was his constant companion and 
guide. Among the many friends who will 
mourn the death are the children of West- 
minstery. whom she encodraged to take a 
pride in the ‘well-kept flower beds of her 
Smith Square Garden. When the flowers 
were being planted the little boys and girls 
from the’ poorer “quarters of Westminster 
showed a delighted interest in the proceed- 
ings. When one little girl asked how she 
was going to preserve the flowers from the 
depredations of other children, Lady Grey 
explained that the flowers were jast as much 
theirs: as hers, and, if no one sc Be them, 
they could all continue to enjoy them. The 
youngsters consequently took a personal pride 
in the display of bloom, and ‘constituted an 
efficient . defence, force against possible 
marauders from other districts. 

Some years ago, before her marriage to 
Viscount. Grey, she published two charming 
books, in which she recorded the sayings of 
her children in théir young days. She was 
not ‘the: least’ remarkable member of the 
Wyndham family. 

The funeral will take place next Thursday 
at "Wilsford.

LOUD SPEAKERS IN 
THEATRES. 
PLAN TO STOP PANIC IN 
CASE OF FIRE.

Frow Our Own ConRRESsSPoNDENT. 


PARIS, Monday. 

Loud speakers, automatically repeating 
words of comfert and encouragement in case 
of fire, are being considered as a required 
installation in Parisian theatres by the 
Prefecture of Police as an important step 
in a campaign for the “ psychological 
education of the public. '' 

The aim of the “ psychological education ”' 
is “to persuade the public that it runs no 
risk in case of a theatre fire, and that ‘t has 
plenty of time to get out of a theatre or 
moving-picture house without fear and with- 
out pushing.” 

It is claimed by the police that :there 1s 
not a theatre ‘in the capital which cannct be 
completely emptied in from five to ten 
minutes—providing the audience does not be- 
come. panic-stricken. 

The proviso, however, is a rather ‘large 
one, and in order to encourage calm in an 
emergeney, the Police Commissitm favours 
the installation of loud speakers, the ‘clear 
mechanical voices of which would have a 
soothing effect on the exit-seeking spectators, 
and would dissuade them from taking short 
cuts by climbing over each other. 

_An merease in the number of illuminated 
signs pointing to exits is also considered, as 
well as the compulsary reproduction on the 
back of the .programme of a plan cf the 
theatre with the exits clearly marked. The 
Paris fire regulations already require an iron 
curtain, the use of fireproof materials. fire 
alarms, and other equipment intended to 
minimise the chance of catastrophe. 

Further measures will be examined in a few 
days by the new Sub-Cummission charged 
with this work. The members will attempt 
to find increased means of reducing the 
danger through a psychological appeal to the 
audience. An example of this appeal is cited 
in a sign: posted in a movie theatre in Nice. 
which says, “ There is no danger in. this 
theatre. All precautions have been taken. 
The only danger is panic.”’

GALE OFF IRISH COAST.

V.C.’S FILM ADVENTURE. 
-—— > — - 
BADLY INJURED BY BOMB. 


The myaries received by a.V.C. while re- 
enacting for film purposes the exploit for 
which he was decorated with the award 
“ For Valour’ were revealed in the King’s 
Bench, London, yesterday, when, before Mr. 
Justice Horridge* and a special jury, Mr. 
Leonard Keysor, of Maida Vale, sued Mr. 
G. B. Samuelson, the film producer, of 
Wardour street, London, for damagés for 
personal. injuries and breach of contract. 

Lieutenant Keysor was given the Victoria 
Cross for an act of Gallantry in August, 
1915, while serving as a private, with the 
lst Battalion oí the 
Forces im the .trenches -a®*Gallipoti,. . In 
October, 1927; he was takitig part “in the 
making of a film, to be entitled “ For 
Valour,’’ at Mx. Samuelson’s studids: at. Isle- 
worth, when, owing to’ the explosion of a 
bomb, his jaw was fractured, and his. left 
arm and knee were damaged. 

He alleged -that. Mr. Samuelson was 
negligent in taking the film, and that as-a 
result he was in hospital for five and a halt 
weeks, and had been permanently disfigured. 

Mr. Samuelson demied ‘negligence, or that 
there had been any breach of contract. 

Mr. J. D. Cassels, K.C., for Mr. Keysor, 
said that he was told that the conditions 
were perfectly safe. During the war he was 
in the Australian Imperial Forces, and while 
he was in Gallipoli a. trench was being 
bombed by the Turks. Mr. Keysor picked up 
live bombs that were projected into the 
trench and threw them back, For that and 
his gallant work a few ‘hours later in en- 
ME the other men Mr. Keysor was 
awarded the V.C. When he returned to 
England his V.C. was stolen by thieves, who 
subsequently returned it in an unstamped 
envelope.

Mr. Samuelson had an idea to produce: a 
film, a feature of which was:that.a man who 
had won the V.C. should act im it, and he 
was also going to incorporate-in it the inci- 
dent of the thieves who stole the V.C.

CORONER AND A CRAZY 


LETTER. 


A remarkable letter left by Philip Hugh 

Rousell, the 20 years old transport clerk, of 
Carholme road, Lincoln, who was found dead 
on Saturday, with terrible injuries to his 
head, inflicted by a shot gun, was read at 
the inquest at Lincoln yesterday. 
Mrs. Rousell, his mother, said that she 
visited her son at his lodgings on Saturday, 
and after dinner they went to the pictures. 
He seemed in good spirits and was looking 
forward to visiting his home at Christmas. 
She knew that her son had some love affair. 

Rousell’s landlord said that Rousell was 
found lying on the bed with a gun between 
his legs and a piece of twine tied round his 
right foot, as if he had fired the gun with the 
foot. 

Constable Houghton said that a letter 
found near the body read as follows :— 
““ Seven p.m.—The damned gun does pull 
hard. The next time I do it I will oil the 

thing. 

“ Eight p.m.—So long, folks. How I have 
wept the long nights through for the dear 
lady of the past, so beautiful, so tender, so 
sweet, whose arms have been for the (here 
a few words were undecipherable), who is 
gone. The kiss it is immortal. It passes from 
lip to lip, from century to century, from age 

Men gather it to give it back and 
To my darling mother and family I 
leave all I possess. Think not too hardly of 
me, mother dear.” 

The Coroner-said that it was a very crazy 
sort of letter. 

The jury returned a verdict that Rousell 
met his death by a wound self-inflicted during 
a fit of temporary depression.

£300 DAMAGES CLAIN ED, 


From Oun CORRESPONDENT, 
LONDON, Menday. 


In the King’s Bench Division, London, 
to-day, before Mr. Justice Mackinnon, Union 
Jack Photoplays,.of London, sued the Gaiety 
Theatre; blin, Litd., for for 
alleged breach of contract to produce a farce 
entitled *‘ Biddy’ at defendants’ theatre in 
Dublin. The defendants denied any 
aud alleged in defence that a condition in the 
agreement, that the play sheuld not be 
objectionable to trish people, was not 
observed. 

Serjeant Sullivan, K.C., for the plaintiffs, 
Biddy ” was 
io be produced in Dublin on December 12. 
1927, with certain alterations in the play, but. 
ufter events at Lameriek the previous week 
the plaintiffs were not allowed by the de- 
fendants to give any Dublin performance. 
‘Biddy’’ was a farce by Laurence Cowen, 
and was perfotmed successfully all over 
jFngland and part of Scotland. Tor the pur- 
pose of the Irish tour the plaintiffs had 
agreed not to use their title, as it involved 
reference to the Union Jack, and lemonade 
was to be substituted for whiskey in a scene 
in, which a character called “ Father 
UO’ Flaherty ” appeared. 

The play was well received in Derry and 
ielfast, but on the second night at Limerick, 
on December 6th, an organised gang broke 
up the performance. Circulars had 
issued which contained an abuse of the play, 
and people were dissuaded from attending the 
play. So alarmed were the defendants of 
what happened at Limerick that they refused 
to allow the plaintiffs to perform ‘“ Biddy ”’ 
in Dublin, and the plaintiffs now claimed 
£300 damages, which were provided for in 
the agreement. 

CHANGES IN THE PLAY. 

Mr. Harry Tilbury, an actor who played 
the part of “ Father O’Flaherty”’ in Derry 
and Limerick, said that the performances in 
Derry and Belfast were successful, but on 
the second night in Limerick there was great 
opposition from part of the audience, and the 
play was stopped.. In English performances 
the witness accepted whiskey on the stage, 
Lut lemonade or water was substituted for 
this m Ireland. He admitted that as soon as 
he came on to the stage he indicated his 
thirst by mopping his face with a red 
handkerchief. 

Mr. Doughty, K.C. 
that typical of Irishmen? 

Witness—I do not know. 
vindicate or vilify the Irish. 

The witness said that he was an Irishman. 
and that in the course of the play he rebuked 
the butler for drinking. 

Mr. George Fry, manager of the ‘* Biddy ”’ 
Company in Ireland, said that the play as 
produced in Ireland was the author’s revised 
Irish version, with the elimination of the 
words ‘‘absolution’’ and “ dispensation,’’ to 
which exception had been taken. 

RIOTING FEARED. 

Mr. Doughty, K.C., said that there would 
have been rioting in Dublin if the play had 
heen produced, as things had been left in the 
lrish version which were objectionable to 
reasonable Irish people. The theatre had 
a patent that clergy were not to be repre- 
sented on the stage except in sympathetic 
parts, 

AIr. Hugh Hyland, the defendants’ manager, 
said that after he saw “ Piddy ” performed 
at, Limerick on December 5th he decided not 
to put the play on at Dublin, because it 
was not suitable. People representing various 
lodies, like the Irish Vigilance Society, called 
on him, urging him not to produce “ Biddy ” 
in Dublin, and the witness attached great 
weight to their representations. Feeling 
against the play ran high in Dublin, and it 
would have been impossible to obtain a peace- 
ful performance of the play in Dublin. He 
made up his mind té cancel the production 
in Dublin on seeing on a newspaper placard, 
“ Wild Scene in Irish Theatre,” as he feared 
that his theatre would have been wrecked 
if the play were put on. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that, after 
seeing the play, he suggested alterations, but 
did not decide, subject to those alterations 
being made, to produce the play in Dublin. 
The witness agreed that the police warned 
him that. if he put on the play, there was a 
section in Dublin, not members of his 
ordinary audience, bent on wrecking the 
theatre, 

CANON HOWLETT'S EVIDENCE. 

(anon Howlett, oí Westminster Cathedral, 
said that the character in the play ‘‘ Father 
(O'Flaherty ” was certainly offensive to 
ordinary-minded Catholics. as it was an 
attempt ‘to degrade the Catholic priesthood. 
The witness particularly chjected to the 
character being put forward as typical of the 
Irish race. 

Serjeant Sullivan (cross-examining)—Would 
approve of Scotch people wrecking a 
theatre because they thought that Harry 
Lauder in his representations was not typical 
of the true Scot? 

Witness—I would seriously object to any 
representation of a Roman Catholic priest as 
being a man who, complaining constantly of 
his insatiable thirst, was dosed with generous 
potations of whiskey. 

Police evidence was to the effect that, if 
the play had been put on in Dublin, the 
theatre would have been wrecked. 

Father Ronan, Catholic curate. who 
attended the private performance cf “ Biddy ”’ 
in Dublin on December 16th, said that 
“Father O'Flaherty’ was an uneducated, 
uneenth character.

JUSTICE’S VIEW IN COUNTY 
WEXFORD CASE. 


In the Bunclody District Court last Satur- 
day, Superintendent O'Neill, Gorey, sum- 
moned John Walsh, Tombrean, Co. Wicklow, 
for alleged cruelty to twelve head of cattle 
owned by Miss H. Higginbotham, Tembrean, 
and to ten cattle owned by Henry Correll, 
Carnew, by dishorning them with a butcher’s 
saw. Robért McCrea, Knockdlour, was 
summoned for causing the cattle to be dis- 
horned. Miss Higginbotham and Mr. Correll 
were summoned for permitting their catile to 
be cruelly dishorned. 

Guard Nyhan gave evidence of meeting the 
twenty-two cattle being driven along the 
road. They were bleeding from the horns 
end appeared to be in pain, John Walsh 
admitted dishorning the cattle at Robert 
McCrea’s. At McCrea’s witness found the 
“‘dishorning bale’’—a wooden frame, con- 
structed like a large chair. Witnese explained 
that the beast’s head was put through the 
bars, which formed the back of the ‘‘bale,’’ 
and was tied to the seat of the chair while 
being dishorned with a saw. The “bale” 
was covered with blood. The cattle were 
yearlings and two-year-olds. 


THE CUSTOM. 


To Me. Dunbar, solicitor for the defendants, 
witness said that the custom was to dishorn 
the cattle around that part of the country. 

William Carney, who drove the cattle, said 
that they were bleeding very little and he did 
not believe they were in pain. Cattle were 
dishorned in this way in every farmier’s place 
in Wicklow and Wexford. Iodine and lysol 
were put on the horns immediately aiter- 
wards, 

Jolin Walsh said that he was steward for 
Miss Higginbotham, He had been dishorn- 
ing cattle in the same way for fourteen years. 
The iodine would ease the pain and the horns 
would heal out in two or three weeks. The 
animals would be in pain only for the day of 
the operation. 


NO OTHER WAY. 


Robert McCrea, who owned the “bale,” 
said that he had it for forty years and lent 
it to other farmers. ‘These cattle were dis- 
horned in the most humane way—there was 
no other way to do them at that age. If the 
cattle were. not dishorned they would injure 
one another. 

Justice Fahy said that it was common 
knowledge that cattle sent from Ireland to 
market actoss the water had suffered damage 
from each other's horns, Dishorning was 
excellent if done at the right time. The 
cases appeared to be of some importance to 
farmers, The instrument was a formid- 
able - looking one, and he would con- 
sider his decision. He did not think there 
was cruelty in the deliberate sense on the 
part of the owners of the cattle; as they 
would scarcely do anything to depreciate the 
value of their own stock, He dismissed the 
cases against Mr, Correll and Miss Higgin- 
botham, and reserved his decision in the other 
cases.

From the day, 
more than a year ago, when the Prime 
Minister stood on the historic bridge of 
Agivey, which spans the Bann, and 
promised a deputation of farmers that he 
would see the work done from Lough 
Neagh to the sea, the references in this 
column have consistently supported him in 
his endeavour to overcome the difficulties 
to be confronted. : 

Lord Craigavon has fulfilled the first 
part of his promise, and he has prophesied 
that within five years the entire project 
will be completed. The dreams of over 
half a century are at last to come true. 
and when the work is done a new era of 
prosperity will commence for the valley of 
the Bann. In the flooded zone many acres 
of virgin soil will be restored, and the 
saturated areas will also be enriched, 
while farmers will be able to labour their 
lands without the constant fear of Joss. 


TILTING AT THE GOVERNMENT. 


Very little is known about the activities 
of the Ulster Liberal Association, and its 
silence regarding a plan of campaign is 
only broken at lengthened intervals. It is 
now known that Lloyd Georgian candi- 
dates will contest a number of con- 
stituencies both for the Imperial and the 
Northern Parliaments at the next 
elections. A chance has come for them. 
Notwithstanding the pact which has been 
made relative to the transport traffic 
problem, persistent agitation is still being 
carried on by the smaller ‘bus companies 
and their supporters as well as by various 
other interests in the rural areas, and the 
Liberal Party has now entered the arena 
to have a tilt with the Government forces. 

At a meeting of the Central Council of 
the Association last Friday, a resolution 
was passed protesting against ‘‘the action 
of the Government of Northern Ireland in 
mixing up the residents of the country 
districts with a local dispute between the 
Belfast Corporation and the "bus owners 
in connection with city traffic, as we 
believe it is unconstitutional and an 
arbitrary infringement of the rights of 
the people.’’ It is stated further that the 
convenience of the rural districts should 
not be made a pawn to buy off city com- 
petition, and a protest is also made 
against monopolies in road transport, as 
they would unwarrantably interfere with 
the future development of the province by 
limiting competition which bas procured 
efficient service and reasonable fares. 


HUMOURS OF THE BORDER. 


The troubles which afflict solicitors 
practising in the border areas have created 
more merriment than sympathy, even 
although the ‘‘limbs of the law” have 
legitimate cause for complaint. As the 
days pass by confusion seems to become 
worse confounded. There is a _ real 
Gilbertian flavour in the latest incident 
reported regarding the ‘‘no man’s land”’ 
which separates Londonderry from 
Donegal, a district which has evidently a 
very ambiguous position on the map oí 
Iveland. A_ solicitor residing in the 
Maiden City sent instructions to Dublin 
for a licence, giving Newtowncunningham 
as the place in which he intended to open 
an office, but the officials of the Incor- 
porated Law Society replied that the town 
mentioned was not in the Free State, and, 
accordingly, refused to register him. 

The matter came before District Justice 
Walsh during the week-end, and his 
worship said that Newtowncunninghani was 
certainly very much in the Free State, 
but added that they need not be surprised 
at the ignorance of the ordjnary man, as 
he had met a Maynooth professor who was 
astounded to find that Donegal was within 
the jurisdiction of Southern Ireland. In 
that case the learned professor was appa- 
rently unaware that even Ulster was 
mutilated when Ireland was divided, but 
the Law Society should know better. Of 
course these difficulties arose through 
Northern Treland establishing its own Law 
Society; splitting the Irish legal pro- 
fession into two parties, and now a 
solicitor requires a licence for each State 
if be wishes to practise in both. It is one 
of the penalties of separation, and, in the 
words of a hero of comic opera, the 
punishment has been made to fit the 
crime, if crime there be. In the mean- 
time, it is of interest to note that on 
Friday last the Benchers of the new 
Northern Inn of Court elected Lord Craig- 
avon a Béncher of the Inn in consideration 
of his services in the establishment of the 
Northern Courts of Justice and in the 
creation of the Inn of Court of Northern 
Ireland.

MUSIC IN THE NORTH 


A dismal picture of the future of music 
was painted by Professor Granville 
Bantock, when addressing an audience of 
nearly six hundred young students in 
Belfast on last Saturday. Hé said that he 
viewed with anxiety the prospects of these 
youthful musical aspirants; for if they 
were all going in for the musical profes- 
sion he did not see how they could make 
a living out-of it. This was a mechanical 
ave, he declared, and in a few years’ time 
there would be no bands in the theatres, 
picture houses or restaurants, as the music 
would be supplied by gramaphonés with 
amplifiers, and all individual effort would 
go. He suggested, however, that there 
was one field open for them, and that was 
in the musical festival movement, which 
he advised them to support. 

One does not get much encouragement 
from these gloomy forebodings, but, 
fortunately, Professor Bantock was only 
dealing with the subject from the material 
point of view. The spiritual or wsthetic 
side is much more important to the 
nation, as it elevates the people, and is 
the universal medium of expressing the 
noblest aspirations of mankind. In 
Elizabethan times an educated English- 
man felt. shamed if he could not take his 
part in a glee or madrigal, and even the 
ignorant sang the folk-songs, which now 
form so rich a heritage in the country’s 
minstrelsy. So in the present day every- 
one should be encouraged to play an in- 
strument or sing melodies, or join in 
choral work, not that they may become 
professionals, but that they may make life 
sweeter and happier and help to make 
their country a real land of song. The 
movement in this direction in Northern 
Ireland is making gratifying progress, anc 
to thousands of boys and girls there is 
opening up a vision of the country 
beautiful denied to past generations. 
Everyone who goes to school does not 
become a teacher, nor does every soldier 
rise to the rank of a general. 


MYSTERY OF DE-CONTROL. 


The Chairman of the Ulster Tenants’ 
Defence. Association, an _ influentia! 
organisation, has addressed a letter of 
complaint to the Prime Minister relative 
to the de-control of houses with a valua- 
tion of £26 to £52. He accuses the 
Ministry of Home Affairs of having failed 
to acknowledge a request to receive a de- 
putation from the Association on the sub- 
ject until after the third reading of the 
renewal ef the Rent Restrictions Act re- 
cently, relating to houses under £26 
valuation, when, of course, it was too late 
to have their grievances considered and 
rectified by Parliament. Details are giver 
of rack-renting since the restrictions were 
removed, and surprise is expressed that 
the Government in this instance departed 
from the “step by step’’ poliey with the 
British Government, which continued the 
control on this class of dwelling. It is a 
mystery, says the chairman, how that wis 
done. 

The Prime Minister is urged to bring 
in a bill “to provide some kind of pro- 
tection from the rapacity of unjust land- 
lords,’ and it is asserted that unless 
something is done in that direction many 
life-long supporters of the Government 
will cease to support the Unionist Party, or, 
perhaps, will be driven into active opposi- 
tion, as “a Government which unneces- 
sarily opens the door to the machinations 
of rack-renting landlords cannot expect the 
support of tenants who are being 
penalised by this unjust legislation.” I 
has been a cause for astonishment, even to 
the Government back benchers, that only 
in Northern Treland have these restrictions 
been removed, and it is admitted by them. 
though not publicly, that a mistake has 
heen made. The Government has been 
frequently blamed for slavishly imitating 
the imperial authorities in its legislation ;

enough policy it brought hardship on a

that due time may be given for the work of 
the infant classes.”

CAME HOME WITH THE MAILS. 

When the Royal Mail steamer Scotia re- 
turned reo? evening to the Carlisle Pier 
from Holyhead the Chief Officer, Mr Gill, 
reported to Mr. Slattery, the Pier Master, 
that there was an Irish wolfhound aboard 
the mail boat unclaimed,’ and that. it had 
travelled from Kingstown to Holyhead and 
back again.
